and iu this capacity ho did iiu immense 
amount of work. lie introduced and carried 
through Congress durm» Mm extra session 
of 1SU1 the acts to authorize tho entifttrnent 
of .100,000 volunteers, to iucrease tho regu- 
lar army and to reorRaui/e the military sys- 
tem. Gen. Scott said that Mr. Wilson dij 
more in that extra session than all his pred. 
ecessors had done: for twenty years. 
Mr. 


Cameron said of him in January !S(i2, "No 
man, in my opinioii, in thfl whole country, 
has done more to aid the War Departuwnt 
in preparing tho mighty army now under 
arms." In the session of ISIil-^ Mr. Wilson 
introduced the bill abolishing slavery iu the 
District of Columbia and the measure for 
abolishing tho ''black code.'' 


Lately Mr. Wilson has been engaged iu 


writing tho history of the slave power iu the 
United States, which is almost a history of 
the country. This important work is un- 
fortunately incomplete, but wo believe that 
Mr. Wilson had nearly finished it. His last 
political work was an endeavor to reunite 
the moderate and extreme Republicans and 
to urge, on the administration a policy more 
in harmony with tho popular will. 
He was 


opposed to a third tern: for the President,and 
looked with disfavor on some of the extreme 
measures introduced in the last Congress to 
perpetuate Bopnblioan power at the South. 
His vote last Winter for the equalization of 
bounties was an error of the head, but con- 
sidering tho intimate relations he had sus- 
tained to the army his vote, is pardonable if 
not even praiseworthy. 


Mr. Wilson is an example' of the best 


kind of self-made man. No man began life 
lens auspiciously than lie. No man had less 
assistance from friends or fortune. 
Yet he 


attained to tho nest to the highest position 
in the government of the country, ho 
stamped his iuil'iouco upon tbe statutes 
and policy of the nation, and none stand 
before him in the hearts of his liberty lov. 
ing countrymen. In spite of all this suc- 
cess ha had not the faults that usually ' char- 
acterize self-made men. 
The satire that a

this morning was born in Furmingtou, N. 
H., Fob. 10, 1812. His parents were very 
poor and at ton years of ago he was appren- 
ticed to n former during his minority.

gregate about tweho months, but being 
vary fond of reading and having nceess to a 
private library iu the vicinity ho managed 
to read nearly a thousand volumes on Sun- 
days, and in tho evening by firelight and 
even moonlight.' At twenty one ho left 
Farmington and walked to Natiok, Mass., 
with aii his worldly possessions on his back, 
and hired himself to a shoemaker with 
whom he learned tho trade and worked a 
couplo of yoara when he returned to New 
Hampshire and studied for n while at tho 
academies at Stafford, Wolfsboro and Con- 
cord.
